Why are people moving away 
to oilier states? 
Herman A Lowe, writing iii 
the Philadelphia Inquirer re­ 
cently explains it this way:

Pennsylvania offers—good wages, 
jobs in a wide diversity of in­ 
dustry, commerce, mining and 
agriculture -what lack has been 
causing a substantial portion of 
its population to go elsewhere to 
work and live? 
It might well be to the advan­ 
tage of the state government to 
seek 
the 
missing 
ingredient 
needed to keep our people down 
on the farm s and vip in the cities 
of the Keystone Commonwealth 
Pennsylvania’s pride was rude­ 
ly jolted last year when the 
Federal census disclosed th a* 
California had passed it in pop­ 
ulation and had taken over as 
second largest state in the Union.

Asparagus beetles are blue-black 
with lemon spots, one-quarter inch

Blister beetles are grey, striped or 
black, three-quarter inch long, prey 
on potato and tomato plants. Use 
rotenone or D D.T. spray or dust, or 
calcium arsenate dust.

NOTES ON J AP XNESE BETTLES 
Japanese beetles are launching 
their 1951 drive against many kinds 
of food and ornam ental {Hants And 
w hile many person* believe they can 
.see a marked decline in the savagery 
of attack.* in the last few years, the 
pests still constitute a serious threat 
that m erits concerted defense a i ­ 
tion. 
Every citizen, urban as well a: 
rural, should know the life cycle of 
this foe in order to map an effec­ 
tive cam paign of combat. Adult fe­ 
males deposit their eggs in late July, 
usually in grassy areas such as 
lawns, parks and golf courses These 
hatch in a few days into 'm all white 
grubs (larvae) which feed lightly on 
grass roots until late October, when 
they burrow deeper into the soil to 
spend the winter. In early April they 
I move back up near the soil surface 
to feed ravenously on gra .*. roots. It 
is at this stage of their cycle that 
Japanese beetle grubs Inflict heavy 
damages to grass. In May they 
pupate and emerge u,s adult beetles 
again in June 
Trapping is advisable simply a> 
a m eans of reducing the beetle pop­ 


ulation. Neighbors should Join in 
this phase of the warfare.
